Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be s gned by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 


the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 ‘inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.

Regional District of Nanaimo has re- 
quested the issuance of supplementary 
Letters Patent to undertake the function 
of providing trunk sewers and sewage- 
disposal facilities: 

And whereas the Administration Board 
of the Greater Nanaimo Sewerage and 
Drainage District has concurred w.th the 
request of the Regional Board to under- 
take the function of trunk sewers and 
sewage-disposal facilities and has further 
recommended that the assets, liabilities, 
and management responsibilities under 
the Greater Nanaimo Sewerage and 
Drainage District Act be transferred to 
the regional district: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that on, from, 
and after the first day of April 1972 the 
following be added to the objects, powers, 
obligations, duties, limitations, and condi- 
tions of the Regional District of Na- 
naimo: 


“Division X—Sewage Disposal 


“1. It is a function of the regional dis- 
trict to design, construct, maintain, oper- 
ate, and administer major facilities within 
the regional district. 


“2. In these supplementary Letters Pat- 

ent, unless the context otherwise requires, 

‘charge’ means a charge as defined in 
the Land Registry Act; 

‘facilities’ means drains, ditches, sewers, 
sewage-treatment and disposal plants 
and works, pumping-stations, and 
other works necessary thereto, and 
outlets for carrying off, treating, and 
disposing of drainage and sewage, 
and includes any and all works, 
structures, lands, and conveniences 
incidental to and necessary for a sew- 
erage or drainage system; 

‘major facilities’ means trunk drains, 
trunk ditches, trunk sewers, sewage- 
treatment and disposal plants and 
works, pumping-stations, and other 
works necessary thereto, and outlets 
for carrying off, treating, and dispos- 
ing of drainage and sewage, and in- 
cludes any and all works, structures, 
lands, and conveniences incidental to 
and necessary therefore; 

‘stream’ means a stream as defined by 
the Water Act; 


‘street’ includes any public highway, 
road, land, alley, boulevard, bridge, 
square, mew, court, or passage, 
whether a thoroughfare or not. 

“3. Subject to the provisions of these 
supplementary Letters Patent, all member 
municipalities participate in this function. 

“4. The regional district may, by its 
officers, engineers, superintendent, agents, 
workmen, or servants, within or without 
the area of the regional district, at any 
time enter upon any lands, streets, or 
streams, without the consent of the owner 
thereof, for the purpose of making sur- 
veys and other examinations to determine 
whether or not the same are required in 
the carrying-out of its objects. 

“5. The regional district may from time 
to time enlarge, lessen, alter the course 
of, cover in, or otherwise improve any 
sewer or drain of the regional district, 
and may discontinue, close up, remove, 
or destroy any sewer or drain of the re- 
gional district that has, in the opinion of 
the regional district, become unnecessary; 
but in such case compensation, or a sewer 
or drain as effectual as that discontinued, 
closed up, removed, or destroyed, shall be 
provided for the member municipalities 
or improvement districts having a sewer 
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or drain connected with the sewer or drain | 
discontinued, closed up, removed, or des- 
troyed. 

“6. (1) The regional district may carry 
any sewer, drain, or other works through, 
across, Or under any street in such man- 
ner as not unnecessarily to obstruct or 
impede travel thereon, and may enter 
upon and dig up any street for the pur- 
pose of laying sewers, drains, or other 
works, and of maintaining, repairing, and 
renewing the same. 

“(2) In entering upon and digging up 
any street, the regional district is subject 
to reasonable regulations made by the 
lawful authority charged with the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining the part of the 
street so entered upon. 

“(3) Before entering upon any street 
for the purpose of laying a sewer, drain, 
or other works, the regional district shall 
give at least 30 days’ notice of its con- 
templated action to the authority charged 
with the resposibility of maintaining the 
part of the street so entered upon, but the 
authority may waive the giving of such 
notice or shorten the period thereof. 

“(4) Whenever the regional district 
digs up any street it shall, so far as is 
practicable, restore it to as good a condi- 
tion as it was in before the digging began, 
and the regional district shall at all times 
indemnify and save harmless the lawful 
authority charged with the responsibility 
of maintaining the part of the street so 
entered upon against all damages which 
may be recovered against it by reason of 
anything done or omitted by the regional 
district, and shall reimburse it for all ex- 
penses which it may incur by reason of 
any defect or want of repair of any street 
caused by the construction of any sewer, 
drain, or other works, or by the maintain- 
ing or repairing of the same. 

“(5) No compensation other than as 
provided in this section shall be made by 
the regional district in respect of anything 
done by the regional district under this 
section. 

“7. Subject to the provisions of any 
Act, the regional district may close or 
may change the width, depth, grade, or 
direction of any stream. 

“8. (1) No sewer shall be constructed 
in the area of the regional district, and 
no sewer in the area of the regional dis- 
trict shall be altered, extended, or con- 
nected to the facilities of the regional 
district, until plans and particulars as re- 
quired by the regional district have been 
approved by the regional district. 

“(2) No new drain which is designed 
to be connected to facilities of the re- 
gional district or which may affect those 
facilities shall be constructed in the area 
of the regional district, and no drain 
which is connected to or affects facilities 
of the regional district shall be altered, 
connected to, or extended until plans and 
particulars as required by the regional 
district have been approved by the re- 
gional district. 

“(3) Subject to the direction and regu- 
lation of the regional district, every mem- 
ber municipality or improvement district 
shall connect each of its sewers with a 
sewer of the regional district. ; 

“9. If a member municipality, improve- 
ment district, or person violates by act or 
omission any provision of the last preced- 
ing section, the regional district may give 
notice in writing to the member munici- 
pality, improvement district, or person Tre- 
sponsible for such violation, requiring the 
member municipality, improvement dis- 
trict, or person to carry out, within the 
time limited in the notice, such works as 
the regional district may deem necessary 
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as a cOnsequence of the violation; and if 
the notice is not complied with, the re- 
gional district may do the works at the 
expense of the member municipality, im- 
provement district, or person in default, 
and may recover from the member mu- 
nicipality, improvement district, or person 
the expense thereof in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

“10. The regional district may inspect 
any facilities of any community or person 
to ascertain whether or not they are in 
accordance with its requirements. 

“Il. (1) Subject to section 12, the 
annual cost shall be apportioned by the 
Regional Board in accordance with sub- 
sections (2), (3), (4), (5), and (6) be- 
tween the member municipalities and 
improvement districts which are served. 

“(2) Liability for payment of the 
amount required to meet the capital cost 
of and the estimated maintenance and 
Operating cost of major facilities serving 
a single member municipality or improve- 
ment district shall be apportioned to and 
discharged by that member municipality 
or improvement district. 

“(3) Liability for payment of the 
amount required to meet capital cost of 
facilities undertaken under section 22 (1) 
by the regional district for a member mu- 
nicipality or improvement district shall be 
apportioned and discharged by that mem- 
ber municipality or improvement district. 

“(4) Liability for payment of the 
amount required to meet capital cost of 
and the estimated maintenance and oper- 
ating cost of major sewerage facilities 
serving more than one member munici- 
pality or improvement district shall be 
apportioned to and discharged by those 
member municipalities and improvement 
districts proportionate to the flow of sew- 
age effluent into those facilities from each 
member municipality or improvement dis- 
trict, and the Regional Board may pre- 
scribe the minimum amount for the pay- 
ment which any member municipality or 
improvement district may be determined 
to be liable. 


“(5) Liability for payment of the 
amount required to meet the capital cost 
of the estimated maintenance and operat- 
ing cost of major drainage facilities serv- 
ing more than one member municipality 
or improvement district shall be appor- 
tioned to and discharged by those member 
municipalities and improvement districts 
in a manner mutually agreed to in writing 
by the member municipalities and im- 
provement districts, or, failing such an 
agreement, as decided by the Regional 
Board, and the Regional Board may pre- 
scribe the minimum amount for the pay- 
ment of which any member municipality 
or improvement district may be deter- 
mined to be liable. 


“(6) Liability for payment of that part 
of the annual cost of the regional district 
consisting of items of expenditure and 
financial obligations not provided for un- 
der the foregoing subsection shall be ap- 
portioned between the member munici- 
palities and improvement districts on the 
basis set forth in subsection (4). 


“(7) For the purpose of facilitating for 
the apportionment of the liability for the 
payment of the annual cost of the regional 
district pursuant to this function, the Re- 
gional Board shall, where practicable, 
make contracts for or undertake the con- 
struction of facilities in such manner that 
costs to be apportioned shall be kept 
separate and distinct in respect to each 
member municipality and improvement 
district. 
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“12. Notwithstanding paragraph 11, 
the Regional Board, with the approval of 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, may 
by by-law establish such method of ap- 
portioning the annual cost between mem- 
ber municipalities and (or) improvement 
districts in accordance with the benefits 
received by each member municipality 
and (or) improvement district from the 
facilities of the Board, The regional dis- 
trict may in such by-law provide that the 
share of the annual cost of this function 
apportioned to a member municipality 
which is not a city, district, town, or vil- 
lage shall only be assessed and levied on 
land and improvements within a defined 
area of such member municipality, the 
amount so required shall be assessed and 
levied on the land and improvements 
within the defined area on the basis pro- 
vided under subsection (4) of section 784 
of the Municipal Act, and the provisions 
of subsections (4), (5), and (6) of that 
section apply, mutatis mutandis. 

“13. The Regional Board may by by- 
law establish a committee to be known as 
the “Nanaimo Regional Sewer Authority” 
and may delegate to it the authority, with 
such restrictions and conditions as are 
specified in the by-law, to exercise any of 
the executive or administrative powers of 
the Regional Board. 

“14. The member of the Sewer Author- 
ity shall be appointed by the Regional 
Board, but the initial appointment shall 
be the members of the Administration 
Board of the Greater Nanaimo Water 
District as it is presently constituted, to- 
gether with one member appointed from 
the Regional Board. 

“15. The Regional Board may by by- 
law from time to time alter the member- 
ship of the Sewer Authority to reflect the 
degree of financial commitment by the 
member municipalities, provided that no 
such change shall be made unless and 
until the present cost-sharing arrange- 
ments are altered or the Regional Board 
considered the provision of sewage facili- 
ties beyond the area formerly comprising 
the Greater Nanaimo Sewerage and 
Drainage District.

“21. The Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil may provide by regulation or in fur- 
ther supplementary Letters Patent such 
other provisions and conditions as may 
be deemed expedient for the orderly 
transfer of the powers and duties of the 
Greater Nanaimo Sewerage and Drain- 
age District to the Regional District of 
Nanaimo, including, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, provisions to 
resolve any doubt or uncertainty arising 
from any conflict between the provisions 
of these supplementary Letters Patent and 
the provisions of the Municipal Act.
